NANAIMO — A 21-year-old 
fanner Nanaimo woman testi¬ 
fied Monday she was unable to 
identify Ronald Ingram as the 
man whoa* car she pulled from 
a rock on the night of the Dixon- 
PUppe slayings. 

Yvonne Baraby, daughter of 
Jack Barsby of Hare woo d Road, 
testified near the end of the 
first day of Ingram's prelimin¬ 
ary hearing on two capital mur¬ 
der charges. 

The charges involve the 
deaths at Leslie Dixon and Diane 
Phipps, 11, on Oct. 18, 1J*2. The 
case is being heard in Nanaimo 
courthouse before Magistrate 
Lionel Beevor-Fotta. 

BOUGHT minx 

Another major first-day wit¬ 
ness was Ingram's adopted 
daughter. Mrs. Marjorie Bey- 
nou, 22. of St. Albert, Alts., who 
said Ingram bought a rifle at a 
Kamloops suction In 1855. 

Miss Barsby, now s resident of 
Newport Beach, Calif., testified 
a man came to the door of her 
home a few minutes past mid¬ 
night on the night of the mur¬ 
ders. 

She said she took her father's 
half-ton truck and pulled the 
man's car from a Urge rock 
about three fact off the main 
road. 

"IH NOT SURE** 

She said she was unable to 
Identify Ingram in a police 
lineup Monday morning or from 
pictures shown to her by police 
last month. 

Asked U she could see the 
man In court, she replied: ‘Tffl 
not sure." 

Miss Barsby testified that, in 
the months following the mur¬ 
ders, potice drove her around 
Nanaimo streets in an attempt 
to find the man whose ear she 
helped tow off the obstruction on 
Seventh Street. 

She said she saw Ingram 
driving by the police car she was 
parked in several weeks later, 
but did not identify him. 

HIGH BOOTS 

She said she didn't remember 
th* facial features of the motor¬ 
ist but recalled he wore high 
boots and was drivlag a Ute 
model black car. 

Pictures of Ingram's 1953 Ply¬ 
mouth were shown to Miss 
Barsby by prosecutor George 
Murray but she said only that it 
"resembled" the stuck car.

It is a story 1 of discovery and 
neglect, of colonization and 
capitulation, of union and in- 
dependenrr, and Anally and 
grudgingly of Confederation. 

While the visit officially 
marks the 100th anniversary of 
the Fathers of Confederation 
Charlottetown conference, this 
year also marks several mem¬ 
orable anniversaries of earlier 
history. 

DISCOVERED ISLAND 

It is, far instance, 430 years 
since Jacques Cartier discov¬ 
ered the island. The Micmae 
Indians called it Abegweit a 
name now given to the largest 
of the rail, truck and automo¬ 
bile ferries connecting the Is¬ 
land with mainland Canada. 

French settlers were brought 
here in 1720 by the Chevalier 
St. Pierre. The island was then 
known as De St. Jean. Some of 
the early French survives in to¬ 
day's pi a rename* — DeSable 
Malpeque (now at oyster fame), 
and Lake Verde, the old French 
spelling of vert, green. 

The Seven Years’ War largely 
passed the island by while Que¬ 
bec was falling to General 
Wolfe, but lie St Jean surren¬ 
dered to Great Britain. 

BEST INTERESTS 

The bargain was sealed at 
Quebec. There on Oct. 10, 1864, 
the Fathers of Confederation

ra-'HE QUEEN with her consort and royal entourage 
1 has arrived in Prince Edward Island to begin a 
Canadian visit unique in our annals. Never before 
has there been the slightest concern about the safety 
of the monarch when visiting the Canadian realm. 

One feels sure that the warmth of the initial 
welcome at least will reflect the dominant and true 
feeling this country has for the young woman who 
occupies the throne and who fulfils her royal duties 
with courage and dedication. 

It is disquieting and in fact with a 9ense of abase¬ 
ment that the foregoing sentence should be penned 
Never before has this feeling been in question. 

But the threats against her person by dissident 
Quebecois have been so loud and sinister that they 
cannot be avoided in contemplating the Queen’s pres¬ 
ence in our midst during the next fortnight. The 
mounting concern voiced over past weeks now reaches 
a crucial stage as Her Majesty takes the Canadian 
stage wrapped in security measures the like of which 
were never previously deemed essential. 

Nothing could be more unpalatable than that this 
should be necessary and that the Canadian sovereign 
should not be free to appear on the Canadian scene 
without fear of personal harm or untoward incident 
to mar her visit. 

Of the vast fund of good will and loyalty towards 
Her Majesty there is no doubt, even in the province 
In which the threats have originated, for Gallic cour¬ 
tesy is fundamental to the French Canadian people 
and there is warmth and regard therein for the incum¬ 
bent of the throne. It is the extremists who have 
caused the apprehensions which will reach a climax 
when the Queen arrives in Quebec City. 

These one trusts will prove to be unfounded, al¬ 
though the likelihood of overt demonstration cannot 
be dismissed, and the receptions awaiting the Queen 
may well reassure her British subjects and all others 
that in her Canadian domain her presence is one of 
pleasure and interesting appeal. 

Malcontents and the perversion of some minds 
are not representative of Canadian sentiment, but it 
is this that In the present climate of Quebec dissension 
and unrest has caused concern across the country. It 
would be tragic beyond all measure if harm befell Her 
Majesty. 

The government, upon whom the chief responsi¬ 
bility rests, has arranged the utmost protection it can 
devise, and the anxious hope is that the (^leen will 
find enjoyment as she performs her Canadian duties, 
and returns to London safe and sound with the knowl¬ 
edge that millions in this land wish her well at all 
times.

rpHE RESOUNDING defeat suffered by Sir Roy 
1 Welensky and his running mate in test week’s 
byelecttana in Southern Rhodesia te a strong—-and 
sad—Indication that white Rho ite tet w are no longer 
willing to consider the possibility of creating within 
their country a multi-racial state based on co-opera¬ 
tive partnership between the black and white popu¬ 
lation. 

By *> decisively supporting the present prime 
minister's white-ruled government in the two political 
contests, Rhodesian voters demonstrated conclusively 
their determination to accept a policy of white su¬ 
premacy in the future governing of their nation. 

Not only will this seemingly overwhelming vic¬ 
tory at the polls be taken by Prime Minister Ian 
Smith as a show of public confidence in his embryonic 
apartheid ambitions but it may also serve to warn 
Great Britain that the Rhodesian government may 
now fee! itself strong enough to reject any further 
British interference in its racial affairs. 

Whatever else might be said about the two by- 
elections it is certain that they were won and lost 
on the racial policy issue alone, and not on the per¬ 
sonalities of the contestants. Had it been otherwise, 
Sir Roy would have won with ease, for few men in 
Africa are so revered and personally liked as the 
former prime minister of the now defunct federation 
of Rhodesia and Nyasaland. 

It was only because great pressure was exerted 
upon him by liberally-minded Rhodesians that Sir Roy 
came out of retirement to fight the byelection. His 
supporters felt that only a man of his stature could 
lead white Rhodesians away from the dangerous poli¬ 
cies advocated by the present government. 

But both they and Sir Roy hopelessly miscalcu¬ 
lated the change in temper of the erstwhile easy¬ 
going Rhodesian settler. 

Completely land-locked and bounded on three 
sides by African states antagonistic toward all white 
men and colonies making ready to revolt against their 
European administrators, Southern Rhodesia is in an 
unpalatable—and almost untenable—position. Because 
of this the condominium’s IBO.OOO-odd white Rho¬ 
desians have long but hesitantly looked upon the Re¬ 
public of South Africa as its only ally on the troubled 
continent. 

Today apparently this hesitance has disappeared, 
and with its going Rhodesia has become, spiritually 
if not physically, one with South Africa. In choosing 
to reject Welensky’s liberal racial policy Rhodesians 
have now set themselves a course which can only lead 
to disaster.

A NEW ANGLE hu been introduced into espion¬ 
age by the summary withdrawal In the midst of 
their trial In a New York court of the spying charges 
brought against a Russian and his wife. They will 
aimply be deported 

The reason given by U.S. federal prosecutors for 
dropping the charges was in the Interests of national 
security, presumably in that evidence would reveal 
American counter-espionage methods. 

This sounds of some prudence, but it could lead 
perhaps to greater ease of manoeuvre by enemy agents 
engaged in the now classic business of espionage. 

Doubtless the hairline of discretion must be drawn, 
except that as a general policy this could prove to be 
of some comfort to those engaged in trying to ferret 
out classified information. If ah they have to fear if 
caught is to be packed off home to their own coun¬ 
tries it might encourage them in their nefarious 
activities. 

But in the case in question, apparently, the risk 
to security in prosecution was greeter than the bene¬ 
fits of bringing the spies to account.

Alumi¬ 
nium Ltd. last year also Issued 
660,000,000 in a convertible pre¬ 
ferred Issue in Canada, but 
this took considerable selling, 
and for a period it dropped 
under its issue price.

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
—The United States’ newest sci¬ 
entific satellite, IMP-2, is not a* 
effective as hoped because of a 
lower-than-plajmed orbit. 

IMP, which stands for Inter¬ 
planetary Monitoring Platform, 
was launched from Cape Ken¬ 
nedy Saturday night toward an 
□rbit intended tn range from 120 
to 181,000 miles high. 

However, because of apparent 
substandard performance by the 
Delta booster, the orbit 
stretched from 120 to only 58,- 
100 miles. 

Thus, the satellite does not 
remain in Interplanetary space 
above 40.000 miles—for the 
periods desired.

Tulip Wrought Havoc 


Charles Clusius, a proleasor of 
botany at Leyden, Holland, was the 
first European to do any serious 
\ breeding with tulips, although Turk¬ 
ish gardeners had developed over 50 
varieties by the time Busbecq ran 
across these glorious flowers and sent 
home his shipment of bulbs. 

Clusius thought he had hit the 
jackpot, and charged such outrageous 
prices for his hybrid bulbs that 
thieves broke in and stripped his 
breeding plot bare! By the time of his 
death in 1609 tulips were firmly 
established in the land where they 
are now a national symbol.

Another new hybrid btflb was 
traded for "a load of grain, four oxen, 
12 sheep, five pigs, two tubs of but¬ 
ter.

John Gerard noted physician and 
“chlrurgion.” became tremendously 
Interested in tulips and planted hi* 
Holbom experimental garden exten¬ 
sively with bulbs imported by hi* 
good friend James Garret, a "curiou* 
searcher of Simples and learned 
Apothecarie of London.” 

This was unusual, for Gerard was 
interested in plants primarily for 
their medicinal virtues, and he could 
find no curative power in the tulip; 
he did, however, try preserving the 
bulbs in sugar and eating them as 
sweetmeats. 


The people Wouldn’t go* to work 
—they were too busy watching the 
prices of tulip* tulip shares and 
tulip option*. Cows were left un- 
milked and businesses left unattended 
until finally, in both Holland and 
Turkey—where a similar frenzy had 
swept the country—the government 
had to step in with a policy of price 
ceilings to bring the Inflationary 
spiral to a halt. , 

In Turkey, the blade market tulip 
speculator had more to worry about 
than just a stiff fine or a jail sentence 
—he was punished by having hi* 
tongue torn out by the.roots. 

The bubble burst in 1837, and 
again it was reminiscent of the Wall 
Street crash of November 1929. The 
law courts of Holland were flooded 
with suits and countersuit* as spec¬ 
ulators sought to enforce contracts, 
while investigating committees were 
set up to pinpoint responsibility in 
much the same way as the enquiry 
Into Windfall stock manipulations tn 
Ontario today. 

Truly, there la nothing new under 
the gun! 


Twenty-five years later, the 
whole country went absolutely mad 
about tulips. Prices of new varieties 
soared to fantastic heights. 

Everyone began plunging on bulbs 
In the hope that a new and valuable 
variety would turn up In his backyard 
garden, while solid Dutch citizens 
bought and sold shares in a new and 
promising tulip in much the same 
way as we speculate in oil and mining 
stocks. 

In fact, the tulip mania of 1634-37 
in Holland was remarkably similar to 
the madness that swept through the 
citizens of Timmins, Ontario, last 
July when Texas Gulf Sulphur hit 
pay dirt. 

' Fortunes were made and lost 
overnight. One single tulip bulb—a 
variety called Semper Augustus—was 
sold for $6,500, which was a lot of

only a few years before, sent home 
from Constantinople by Anton 
Busbecq.

Reaching Holland the following 
year, they were seized upon by those 
natural-bom flower growers, the 
Dutch, who began creating new 
varieties by interbreeding the wild 
Turkish kinds.
